THE ARBITRATION, / 

Formal Preliminary Steps Taken bj Presi- 
dent Harrison. 

WAsniKOTOK, Deo. 5.— The formal pre- 
liminary steps in regard to the liohring Sea 
tJil nuuLl of arbitration, to meet in I'aria on 
February next, were taken by the Presi- 
dent of the United States on Saturday. 
Ho signed tho commi.ssion of .Judge Joha 
W. irurlan, of Kenliicky, and Senator ,Tohii 
T, Morgan, of Ali.luma, aatho two arbitra- 
toia oil the p;irt of tin,' United Statea und of 
.\Ir.,Ii)hu W. Foster, t he present Secretary of 
State, as agent of tlie United States before 
the arbitration tribunal under the terms of 
the treaty. 

_ Tlie Htipulatiotis with regard to the de-- 
livery of the casea and coniitcr-onsoa of eaohi 
government are contained in tho Fourtht 
Article of the Treaty of February last",, 
which jnovidea that within three months-' 
after the delivery on both sides of the- 
printed case, either party may in like man- 
ner deliver iu duplicate to each of the said 
arbitrators and to the agcnc of tho other 
party, a counter case aud additional docu- 
ments. It is further provided that " if in 
oonsequenoe of the distance of the place 
from which the evidence is to be proaented, 
either party shall within 30 days after the 
receipt of tbe ease of the other party, give 
notice that it requires additional time for 
the delivery of the oounter-cose, such addi- 
tional time, but not exceeding 00 days, 
shall bo allowed," 

The cau.se of complaint on the part of the 
Unileil St.itei', it is staled, consists in this 
fact, that while o:,leiisibly both parties ex- 
changed their counter i'as..s in \Vitsliiiigton 
on llio H.une day licffire the limit of tinuriuul 
expired, when the Canadian couii Icr-casu 
("Line to be examined, it was found to bo 
only a |)artial pi eaenlmeiit , thu Canadinn 
authoritiua reserving the right to lile addit- 
ional matter up to December 1, the uxtreme 
limit allowed liy thu treaty. The Uniteil 
St.ites was thus jdaced in the position 
of having di-jclosi il its uiiole counter-ca8e to 
its advei sary, while Canada had tho oppor- 
tuinly of rebutting thu position of tho Uni- 
ted .Statea in iti suiiplenientary Qling. This- 
was regarded as in derogation of tho treaty, 
which provided for tho simultaneous inter- 
cliangu of thu couuter-case, 'This inoident- 
seenis to havu been met by each side taking, 
the (iO days' extension allowed.

SUPRBJIE COURT. 

Divisional Court, before the Ohlet Justice and 
Drake, J. 

DICKINSON' V. ELLARD. 

November 15, 1892. 
^Ir. Ilelmcken, for some of tho parties 
interested, appealed against an order of Mr. 
Jualico tVeasi", dated 2!)tli October, for tax- 
ation of costs of all parties, tho trustees' costs 
to bo taxed as between solicitor and client. 

Mr. fjiixton, for tlio tiustoes, took tho 
preliminary objection, that tlio appeal was 
too lato, aa it ought to have been brought 
btforo tho Court within eight days from tho 
completion of tho order. iSteedinan v. Ha- 
kins, 22 Q. 1!. D. IG. 

Mr. llolmckcn : Wo gave notico on tho 
5th Noven>l)i'r, but tho Registrar refused to 
cuter it, no appeal book being lilcil. Then 
on the Sill November we again gave notice, 
with an appeal book which the Begistrar 
entered, the appeal to be heard on the 15tli 
November. 

Mr. Justice Drake cited Christopher t. 
Croll, 10 Q. B. D..00, and the objeotlon as 
to time was overrule il. 

Mr. Ilelmcken for the 'appeal : Mr. .Jus- 
tice Crease, sitting liere, had no jurisdiction 
to make tb.e order. Tho action being in the 
Now Westminster disti:iot, all proceedings, 
as far as possible, are to be taken there, and 
not elsewhere. 

The Chief Justice : This notion has been 
repcateilly before tho Court in this very 
room. You youraolf are now applying hero. 
"As far aa possible" means with adue sense 
of convenience. 

Mr. Justice Drake: In particular, the 
first order for ta.Kation was made here, by 
Mr. Justice Crease, on the 8th August, 18S8, 
and was never appealed. That order ap- 
pears to have been tntirely overlooked by 
all parties. Tho objection must be over- 
ruled. 

Mr. Helmcken i The order ia erroneous, 
for that it dircots taxation of costs of the 

trustees as between solicitor and client. It 
ought only to have ilireoted taxation as be- 
tween parly and |)arty. 

Tho Chief Justice : In fact there is 
only one scale ; and it would be 
no more accurate to specify party 
and party costs, than solicitor and 
client costs. It is a mere verbal inac- 
curacy, but being unnecessary, it is moro 
proper to omit it. Tho order of OcIoIkm- 2!) 
will, tlierefore, bo verbally alten'J in this 
respect, and further by referi'ing the taxation 
of tho costs of all parties to the proper ollicer 
at New Westminster, which we think will 
be the most convenient place where the par- 
lies may attend and pro<luce vouchers. In 
view of tlio orilur of Aiigii.-it 8, IKSS, to 
which attention was called by Mr. Justice 
Drake, tin; prcaenc order will be contined to 
taxation of coals incurred since that order. 
Hut tho scak|in Ihcacliedulc to the Orders 18S0 
has reference only to the costs of litigation, 
and there are many duties wliich a solicitor 
may properly perform for his client (anil for 
which he may therefore claim jiayment 
from Ilia client) and many expenses wiiicli a 
careful trustee may properly incur for the 
benctil and protection of his trust estate, 
which arc not mentioned nor deal; witli 
nor iiitetuled to be dealt with by the ac.ilo 
in (juestion. Wu therefore think it proper 
to add a direction to the same ollicer to in- 
quire and state to the Court whether any 
of the trustees under Mr. Kllird'a will has 
properly incurred in and about the execu- 
tion of the trusts of tho will any costs, 
charges and expenses not taxable under 
these two orders, viz , this order and the 
order of August 8, and the amount so in- 
curred ; and that any party is to be at lib- 
erty to apply as he may be advised in re- 
spect of any such finding or the conduct of 
such inquiny by such oiBcer.

THE MONET QUESTION. 

The American newspaper'- do not nppeiir 
at all aatiatiod with what ia beinf; done at the 
Moiielury Confurcnco in Brussels. Ques- 
tions thiit seem easy of solution by the poli- 
lioiinb of the Western States appear much 
too hard for tho statesmen and financiers of 
Europe. The American politicians see 
nothin;,' diffuult in nmldnK an arraiiKemcnt 
that the valuej of gold and bilver shall bear 
a certain proportion to each other, and in 
li.xini,' the ratio bylaw. The ratio in the 
United States is now 16 to 1. In old 
Jranoe it was ISJ to I. But somehow 
the values of the two metals in tho markets 
of the world have not remained at these 
proportions. In thoEe marketu llie ratio is 
just now 25i to 1. Wlieu tho marlcet 
vuhies of the metals lUictuate in this way, is 
it possible for any law that can ho niado by 
one nation, or by a dozen nations, to keeii 
the values of the two motals in proportion 
to each other unchanged ? Can any law or 
any international regulation prevent fjoUl 
going up or silver falling down, or vica 
■versa '.' Tlieii what U a nation to do with a 
large silver coinage wliou the value of the 
metal of which tho coins are composed is 
oonslderably lower than the face value of 
the coins ? Will not the coins depreciate, 
and will not the currency of that nation be, 
sooner or later, thrown into coiiluaiou? 

The d.llieulty of hecpin.L: a uniform ratio 
between two commodities may bo n-orc 
readily seen if we imagine an attempt being 
made to Ox the relative values of, say, 
wlieat anil Ij.irley. Let us aesutnc that tho 
Legislature, for some reason or other, passed 
u Idw tliat a bualiel of wheat fliould alwaya 
bo worth a bushel and a lialf of barley. That 
ratio might bo fair enough when the law 
was made, bu^iC next year there happened 
to be a very good crop of wheat and a very 
poor crop of barley, would it bo in tho 
power of the Government to keep up tlie 
legal ratio lietwecn tliu two kinils of grain ? 
ICvery practical mun sees liow absurd such .i 
regulation would be, and how ridiculous 
4he Govi.-i iniieni would make itself if it at- 
tempted to put it in force. But gold and 
silver are subject to tho same iuflueuces as 
other commodities. No power on eartli can 
prevent their lliictuating in value. Tlie 
lluctuations aio nut so frc(|nent or 60 groat 
as those to whicli wheat and barley arc ox- 
posed, but the law of supply and demand 
applies to tbefn as well as to everything else 
that is bought and sold. 

The unrestricted coinage of silver de- 
,pcnd.s \ii)on the abili_ty of nalionH to lix the 
proportionate value of the twoiiictala. This, 
it is evident, tho majority of tlie number;, of 
the lirnssels Conference see cannot Ije done. 
Compromises are submitted but, so iar, 
they have all been rejected. The truth 
is that the greater number of tho countries 
of tho Old World arc very well satisfied 
with tho existing monetary .sysLcnis, and 
they lii.licve that any attempt to introduce 
radical i:hnn;^i's would be followed by disfta- 
troua rcsidts. The greater number of the 
-delegates, therefore, take a conservative 
stand. They would much rather bear the 
ills tlicy have than fly to others that they 
know not of. The silver politicians on this 
;d(le of tlio Atlantic will be, no doulil, 
greatly disgusted -viilh the alownna 
and tlio sliyncss of European linau- 
ciers. But they should know that 



money is always conservative. There 
is a saying that there is nothing more cow- 
ardly than a million orcept it ia two mil- 
lions. And it ia riL;lit that this should bo 
the case; rashness audrecklesunegs in finan- 
ciiil matters are invariably productive of the 
most lamentable results. 

It aecuis to ub that .the . American silver 
mrn, like the greenbackerB,^'make tho mis- 
take of looking upon money as wealth. 
They nave come to bcliovo tha'j tlio symbol 
is of moro importanco and of greater valuo 
tlian what it represents. .Coined gold and 
silverform but a very small partof tho wealth 
of the world. If all the coin in the world were 
sunk at tho bottom of the ocean mankind 
would 1)5 very littio tho poorer. If tho 
earth continued to yiel<l her increase and if 
men kept on working us energetically and 
as intelligently as they have hitherto done 
thero would be some inconvenience for a 
while, but no actual distress. Tlio wealth 
of the world coiialata in wlml tho earth con- 
tains and man produces by his labor. 
Money makes tho e.xchango of products 
oisy. That is its use, pnd compurativuly 
little of it suffices. Tho country that pro- 
duces in abundance the necessaries, the 
comforts or tho luxuries of lifo is rioli, and, 
iu our present state of civilization, its in- 
habitants will bo able to got uU tho rnoucy 
they actually need. The state of the currency 
ia to a country that is really rich a matter 
of comparatively little, importance. If tho 
peoplo of such a country do not prospor, 
tho chances arc a hundred to one that the 
state of the currency is not the cause of its 
bickwiirduess. 



A JUST ESTIMATE. 

The Times, in an article on the unveiling 
of the bust of air John Macdonald in ISt. 
Paul's cathedral, says : 

"The late Sir John Macdonald, 'as became 
a strong party le.ider, left many bitter op- 
ponents in C.inada ; but few of them, we 
arc sure, grudge the honor that was yester- 
day done to his nienuiry. Thanks to the 
initiative of the Imperial Federation League 
and the support of many admirers of the 
deceased statesman's career, a bust of him 
has been placed in the crypt of St. Paul's 
cathedral amoug the 'Lares and Penates 
of our commonwealth.'" 

The Times ia right. Thero are few Cilh- 
dians, no ni itter to wliat party they belong, 
who are not proud of Sir John Macdonald,' 
and who are not gratified to sco a monu- 
ment of their gifted countryman 
placed among the memorials. of 
the men who have done tho 
ISrilish nation good Bcrvice. Canadians 
love their own country, but they also love 
and revero the nation to which thoy be- 
long, and under whose flag they live and 
prosper. They arc, therefore, well content 
that tho placing of the great Canadian 
statesman's jbuat in ,St. I'aul'.-i Catliedral " ia 
to eniplmsi/.ij the unity of tho race and the 
Knipire, to show once moro that iu ths 
sacred centre of our common country there 
is a welcome .for the name and the effigy of 
the great colonist." 

There are Canadians who are so strongly, 
BO intensely British tliat they long to sec 
the day when there w ill he no dibtinction, 
politic.il or other, between the dweller in 
Great UriLain ami tho Cdloniht; — when th.e 
colonist wdl bo iu eyery respect ua much a 
Briton aa the man who ia born in the 
Mother Country and does his life's work 
there. 



WITH ONE CONSENT. 

Q'ho organ of tho Oppoaitiou says 
thut it ia " tlie cliijuo that con- 
trols tho Conservative party " who 
are to blame for Britiali Columbia's being 
overlooked in the formation of the new 
Government. If that is the case, it is some- 
what sincular that "the clique" nets in 
perfect agreement with the whole popu- 
lation of the Dominion east of tho Rocky 
rnountaiu.s. In all the Ui.'icuBHiona and aur- 
niisca which the change of Government has 
given rise to there haa been nothing said of 
the claims of British Columbia. The 
prospects of tlio other provinces being repre- 
sented iu tlic Cabinet have been canvassed 
but no one could tell fiom reading the 
articles, reports and interviews on tho sub- 
ject, that there was such a province as 
British Columbia in the Dominion. 

The truth seems to be that tho people of 
the Ivislern provinces have not yet realized 
that British Columbia is un active and an 
important incniher of the Confederation. 
The " cliiiuo " in this nutter is in perfect 
accord with tho rank and file of both tho 
Conservative and the Liberal parties. If 
Sir John Thompson had shown a dis- 
position to take aa a coUesguu a British 
Columbian member, ho would have been 
greeted by a s'torm of proiest from every 
one of the f.ivorcd provinc.a of the 
Dominion. Ami if tho selection were 
made it would bo in the face of 
very strong oppoaition from every 
one of those provinces. So that in attribut- 
ing the injustice dono to British Columbia 
to a cliiiue, our contemporary ia greatly 
niisiakeii.

AN ARGTia UNTEltl'RlSE. 

Dr. Nansen intends to tako r. very 
peculiar way to reach the >\ortli L'ole. I To 
ia going to trust tlio ice to take him into 
regions which ships havo not yot been able 
to reach. He is satisfied that there are cur- 
rents near the Pole which will take him in 
SAfely from Asia to Greenland. Ilia reason 
for coming to this conclusion is that thero 
were found on an ice lloo, near Juliaiishaab, 
on tho Boutliwest of Greenland, articlca 
which had belonged to tho Jeanuotte, tliat 
had been wrecked three years before near 
the mouth of tho river Lena. That ico 
floe must havo drifted from where tl-.o 
Jeannettc wont down, traversed tho Arctic 
Oco.an north of Asia and Anierio*, and 
readied navigable water on the oust aide of 
North America. Dr. Nausen concluded 
that if an ice floe oould make thia voyage, 
it could also bo made by a strong 
ship that trusted to tho ico as a 
pilot. He therefore ilelerniinud to, as ho 
oxpreeaea it, take u, tickfct, with the ice and 
enter the current where it ran northward Mid 
lot it carry iiim straight across thoao lati- 
tudeo which it had prevented so many from 
reaching. 

To do thia he has built a veasol of ex- 
traordinary strength In order to etind tho 
pressure of tho ice. Hlio is also of peculiar 
build ih^.t alio may be able to make lier way 
through tho ice and to allow tho llous to do 
her tho least possible dunmgo. By liia de- 
scription the vessel is pretty nuich of i\ tuti, 
as far as sailing ia concerned, hut as she ia 
made to drift with tho Ice, strength waa re- 
quired and not speed. She haa a large out- 
lit of boils and is supplied with uU that tho 
crow Uiay require during huv long 
aiiil dieary voyage. Dr. Nansen says 
that "aha would certainly bo tho 
strongest vessel over used in the 
Arctic regions. She had been built 
with great care, and he felt certain 
tiiat she could be oruahed only in a quite 
extraordinary conibiniition of circunistRncos. 
\^ ith llii.i ve.iacl and u crew of twelve 
strong and well picked men, besides au 
equipment for five or six years, as good in 
all respects as modem appliances could 
ailord, ho thought tho cntorprifio had a 
good prospect of success." 

The enterpri't ia indeed a .liiigul.'ir one, 
and tho men who ninke it will run great 
riika. Ono cannot help admiring their 
oourage and their devotion to icienco, but iu 
the ol)ject to be gained worth tho pt ico 
which these voyagers are willing to pay 
for it?

Ho telegraphed to the committee of iiKjuiry 
that hia cheeks were received from liaron 
Kcinach in iiiynieiit of a didit. M. Cliubert 
received checks for .'i,;!.")0,()0u frmica. Sen- 
ator Renault received -10,000 francs, and 
Albert (Irevy, son of the ex-president, re- 
C'jived 20,000 franca.

Ilut oven wit li all allowances for e.vaf;- 
Keratod rejiorls tho Kcuoral averaf,'o of less 
than l.oOiOOO spectators to a city in tho 
Lenguo circuit shows to wh.at alowelib 
baseball interest sank this year. It i>rovcs 
that total receipts of SOO.OOO on any ground 
was an exception rather than ii rule.

Tho great slumi) in baseball interest at 
Boston has pu/./.led sludi.'iits of tho A;aine 
everywliore. L'p to IMIO lioston l)ore the 
deserved roputalioii of lieinu' the best base- 
ball city in t ho country. Xo otiior city 
could make a pretonso of dispiuiiiL; that 
claim with lu^r. Xow, witli a wiimiiig 
team, tlio club can stairely draw patruna^;e 
enough to pay e.Kpon.^es. 

Boston was hurt by tlio Players' le.'igue 
n^ht iiioro than any of the old l.ea^^ue 
cities. Ami when the American associa- 
tion got a foothold there last year and iii- 
'troduced twenty-five cent admissions a 
.harm was done to the old club which it 
•will take years to overcome. 

^he south seems to have profited in the 
■rebound, as it were, throughout the nortli. 
.Not only did tho Sotalierii leii;^ue of elKht 

• clubs f,'othrout;h the season and play to a 
.general profit, but they are building an 

to tliomseves for ne.xt year. At their 
recent nmiuiil lueeting four new meiiibers 
wore added — naimdy, Charleston, .Savan- 
nah, Nashville .and Aui^'usta. The circuit 
for ISW will consist of those cities and the 

• ei^ht of this year's orgaiii/,;it ion — viz., 
Cliat'.aiiooKa, Memphis, New Orleans, Mo- 
bile, Moiit^joniery, liirniinL,'hani, Atlanta 
and !Macoii.

•to the new members, but a twelve club 
circuit has never yet lieon a fiii.'iiu-ial suc- 
cess. It was ,a very e.\-peiisive e.\|ieriincnt 
for the Americ.iii .assoeiatiou in bSSJ, and 
has been equally disastrous to the National 

: league this year. Too many clubs divide 

■ tho interest until it is too littlo to do much 
! good anywhere. 

Tho late William A. Hulbort, founder of 
' tho National league, said to mo as long 
ago OS 1880 that if ho had his way ho would 
reduce tho League circuit to four cities 
and four clubs. He insisted that four 
clubs in the' liu'iit would at t ract more at- 
tention than tv. ire t liat, iiumli.-r. Put ei.Lcbt 
cliilis have been .shown times iunuiiior- 
jiblu to bo tho consistent number for a 
perfect, well working baseball organiza- 
tion. 

In Cincinnati they are expri ssing much 
joy over a youiii,' pii i li> r whom C'omi.^key 
found at tho very fa;; end of the season. 
Ho was picked up ,so late that the club 
could use him in only one clianipioiiship 
same, and lie was most successful then.

INTERNATIOxVAL CURRENCY. 

Further Opinions on tlio DilUcnlt Problem. 
Now Before tho Konetary Conference. 

BjinssELS, Deo. 4. — The British and In- 
ternational Currency Association will send 
a memorial to the Chancellor of the British 

E.'cchcquer, iiskin/r him to iuatruot tho 
Uritiaii Jelogatcs to entertain any reason- 
able proposals for tho establishment of un 
iniernatioDiil currency. ,The rejection of 
Bothschild's ]iluii by tho coniniittee of tho 
iuternntionul monetary conforonco does not 
finally di-upoau of Hothschild'a proposuls, 
Ihe niiiiority who supported tho plan aro to 
take a votc^of tho conference. A sohemo 
with amenamegtB was ofiered in the com- 
niitteo that no limitation be made on tho 
price of tho proposed annual European pur- 
chases of 30,000,000 ounces of silver, 
and that tho purnhases be employed as 
money cither by cninago or as the nietullio 
basis of coinage. These modifioalions Imvo 
increased the value of the plan in tho eyes 
of tho biinetallista. When tho conference 
resumes session on Tuesday, Sir William 
Houldaworth, one of tho liritiah delegates, 
will bring forward further uniendnieiits to 
Rolhachild'a proposals, as tho conimittoo re- 
coniinendod a discussion of tho plan with 
umenduiciita by tho full conferonoe. It has 
transpired that the dolegatea of the eonii- 
triei belonging to tho Latin union voted 
against tho Holh.'^ehild proposal.^ on tho 
ground that they will not he alile to recoiii- 
mend their gnvernments to inereiisc the 
slock of silver under the limited ])iu'eli,isc 
.scheme, and hccaute the ciniiiti-iea in the 
Litiu union could not increase the present 
silver currency without international free 
coinage being eatabli.shod.. 

LoNDo.N, Do,;, t. — The leadini.; fniancial 
p-ipersof London, thol'lconouiint and tho Sta- 
tist, disapprove of RollHchil.r.i Brhcnie. 
Tliey aro ol tho opiiiinn tliiit tho eoiifereiice 
will not adopt a'lything pr.ictioal. An emi- 
nent authority writes to the Stiitiiil that he 
advocated the llothschild pUoi Uiv the side 
ren&on that tho delay in tho silver collapse 
in tho United States would enable India and 
other countries to arrange their linanciid 
systems. 

Calcutta, Deo. L— Tho newspapers of 
India aro w.itching with an an.tious interest 
the prooeediug<i of the monetary couferenco. 
The Allahubad I'ioneer says : Tho chief im- 
portance of tho Uothsoliild achcmu is its 
parentage. The uieanine; is attached to liia 
proposals that tho British ministry, which 
has such anti-silver tendenoies, recognizes 
the ntcesaity of an immediate step toward 
tho support of silver and for securing the 
CO operation of tho other nations to that 
end. It is odd that the Bubmitting of tho 
liroposals should have devolved upon 
Rothschild, as tho anti-silver legislation of 
the past twenty years found its liirgeat sup- 
port among Jewish linanciors, especially tho 
liothsehild.". Ho is the holder of the chief 
;^nvernmcnt stocks, which liAveguined eiior- 
luniialy through the apiireeiatiou of gold. 
Probably tho Hating eri.sia opened the 
eyes even of tlio Kothseliilila to the fact 
that tho present strain, involved by the 
scarcity of gold, may be cirried too far 
nnd bring on disasters that would ohiiter- 
nlo the advantages secured by the nioniod 
interests. 

The Bomb ly 'I'im.^'i H:iys : India holds that 
tho Uothachild sclioiiie would jiave tho way 
to the ultimate adoption of international 
bi metallism. 

NliW Yoiiic, Deo. u. — Tho Herald's Lon- 
don special says : Only a moderute degree 
of interest is felt luro in the proceedings of 
the monetary conference in lirusacls. The 
gold standard is ao lirmly establi.thed that 
nobody believes for a moment that it can bo 
disturbed. Bertram Currie undoubtedly 
gave expression to the opinions of tho gnv- 
crumonl, of tho Bink of Kngl.md and eoin- 
ircrcial men generally, when he roundly 
declared that the gold standard would 
eventually triumph, even in the United 
.States. At any rate England .^aunot 
mill will not change it. The Times editori- 
ally Bays : It is not going too far to say 
that tho monetary conference has already 
resulted in failure. Probibly there will be 
a sharp fall in silver when it is recogni:<r-fl 
that the cnnfereiiee will have in result.

Uiiiti d S'ate.s l)i legate Henry W. Cannon 
stated tlia", in the United State.':, under ex- 
isting legii-latiiin , there is no moans of 
limiting the production of silver, siiil that a 
iiiodilie.ilioii of the present law in that 
il irecl ion is iniiirnb il lie. The valuta of sil- 
ver e.^;l r.ieted from American mines i.s in- 
signilicuit as cominred witli the annual 
total of goiicnd pruducliou. 

Mexicm Delegate Casasus, on behalf of
